°89 appeal 
attracts 
high pledge 
average

SAN DIEGO — The average pledge of 
this year’s Diocesan and Parishes’ 
Services Appeal — Stewardship ’89 — of 
$139.69 is the highest in the campaign’s 
17-year history, Msgr. William Kraft, the 
program’s director for the last 12 years, 
announced last week. 

More than 18,000 donors in parishes 
throughout the diocese pledged 
$2,534,942 to fund cssenual ministries 
and charitable and social services in San 
Diego and Imperial counties, Msgr. 
Kraft reported. 

As of Sept. 15, the campaign, which 
began in parishes in February, has 
brought in $2,294,187 in cash toward the 
amount pledged. : 

Statements will continue to be sent 
through Dec. 15 to those who are still 
paying on their pledges. 

“In other dioceses in the country the 
average pledge rarely exceeds $75,” 
Msgr. Kraft said. ‘‘And the actual cost of 
running this diocese’s campaign is less 
than 5 percent of the amount collected, 
which is phenomenal since in other 
diocesan campaigns the cost runs as high 
as 35 percent,’’ he added. 

This is a _grassroots-supported 
campaign, he said, alluding to the fact 
that so far only 668 of the 18,000 
donations have been more than $500. 

“This is indicative of traditional 
giving, where people give from the heart 
as much as they can, and thus our 
campaign is not funded by a few large 
donors,’’ he said. 

He expects about 100 more people will 
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Respect Life program to stress consistent ethic

To respect life — from conception to 
natural death and the far-reaching 
decisions required of today’s adults — 
will be the special focus of Catholics 
around the country, including in the 
Diocese of San Diego, next month. 


Respect Life Sunday, Oct. 1, begins a 
month devoted by the nation’s bishops, 
since 1972, to educating Catholics on a 
wide range of life issues, such as abortion, 
suicide, capital punishment, euthanasia 
and the rights of the aging. 

In this context, San Diego parishes are 
expected to urge their members to 
develop a ‘‘consistent life ethic,’’ said 


Msgr. Douglas Regin, who heads the 
Respect Life programs for the diocese and 
who is also pastor of St. Francis parish, 
Vista. 

A consistent life ethic encompasses a 
belief in the sanctity of life without 
exceptions, which Cardinal Joseph 
Bernardin of Chicago has paralleled to a 
‘*seamless garment,’’ Msgr. Regin said. 

“‘The primary goal’’ of Respect Life 
programs, Msgr. Regin said, ‘‘is always 
to increase the level of awareness of the 
total concept of respect life. Especially this 
year, in light of the Missouri decision (the 
Webster case giving states the right to 
restrict legal abortions), it’s to help people 
understand what the implications of that 
are regarding abortions.”’ 


Californians also are faced with 
decisions about respect for life in criminal 
issues because of the possibility of capital 
punishment, Msgr. Regin said. 

Other aspects on which the church 
hopes parishes will focus range from 
family, poverty and housing to 
immigration policy and war. Resource 
materials, including Scriptural readings, 
posters, liturgical suggestions, and 
sources for audio-visual and _ printed 
materials on life issues, have been 
circulated to parishes throughout the 
United States by the National Conference 
of Catholic Bishops. 

Dioceses are. providing help and 
information on what individuals can do at 
the local level as well. 


For example, Msgr. Regin said, on the 
pro-life issue, the diocesan office here has 
a list of all doctors in the area who are 
known to perform abortions. 

The office also has information on 
school-based health clinics, which can 
influence a teen-ager’s decision about an 
unwanted pregnancy, since these clinics 
provide reproductive services including 
contraceptives, to students. 

The U.S. Supreme Court’s July ruling 
in the Webster case, coupled with the 
upcoming trials of Operation Rescue 
activists, have made abortion the headline 
issue of Respect Life programs again this 
year.

ALCALA PARK — English-speaking 
participants of the diocesan annual 
Catechetical Institute Sept. 23 were told 
by a priest of a missionary community 
that they had the opportunity to live the 
Eucharist by doing ‘‘what the Lord wants 
every Christian to do — spread the good 
news.”’ 

The consultant for Hispanic catechesis 
in the Oakland diocese told Spanish- 
speaking participants that they need to 
translate Jesus’ values into their culture 
and age and live out those values with 
energy and joy. 

Some 1,500 English- and Spanish- 
speaking catechists from San Diego and 
Imperial counties attended the event held 
at the University of San Diego and 
sponsored by the diocean Office of 
Catechetical Ministry. 

At the closing liturgy, which was 
celebrated by Bishop Leo T. Maher, 
Ginger Infantino, director of the diocesan 
Office- of Catechetical Ministry, 
announced that “‘in grateful appreciation 
for’? Bishop Maher’s ‘‘support of 
catechetical ministry’’ the diocesan office 
would be awarding annually to a parish of 
the diocese ‘‘the Bishop Leo T. Maher 
award for excellence in  catechetical 
ministry.”’ 

Bishop Maher will retire in conjunction 
with his 75th birthday July 1 after serving 
as Bishop of San Diego for 20 years. 

In the English-speaking keynote 
address earlier in the day, Father Donald 
Jette, SSS, director of the Eucharistic 
Mission Band of Blessed Sacrament 
Fathers, focused his remarks on ‘‘The 
Eucharist as Proclamation’’ in 
conjunction with the institute’s theme, 
‘‘Proclaim My Marvelous Deeds.”’ 

Father Jette spent 14 years of 
Eucharistic ministry in the Philippines 
where he helped found the Shrine parish 
in Santa Cruz, Manila. 

The celebration of the Eucharist, he 
explained, is the high point of worship. 
“‘To please God ‘and to show our 
gratitude is to be immersed in the 
Eucharist.’

This was the proclamation of the 
Eucharist, he added. 

“Jesus took the bread of his life, 
blessed it, broke it (symbolizing suffering 
on the cross) and gave it to all to live in 
him,”’ he said. ‘‘He actualized the Last 
Supper on Good Friday by taking his life 
and giving it to us. This was his

Freedoms whittled away? 


Ihave just returned from bidding farewell to three brave 
souls who are going to prison for the very serious crime of 
saving the lives of six unborn children. They are going 
joyfully knowing God is with them — and anxious to 
minister to other people who are kept behind locked walls. 

I returned each day from their trials with the sinking 
feeling that we Americans — especially Christians who are 
determined to live according to God’s laws, have lost our 
fundamental rights and justice is now being meted out 
“Moscow style.”’ 

In three courtrooms in San Diego, El Cajon and Vista 
the defendants were given a list of words that could not be 
used in their defense. These words were, God, free speech, 
abortion, unborn children, conscience, baby, murder, 
clinic, killing, human beings and police brutality. 

The use of any of these words would bring a contempt of 
court citation and extra jail time. Connie Youngkin served 
three days for the sentence, ‘‘Since I cannot talk about 
human beings or police brutality or freedom of speech, I’Il 
just have to remain silent like the babies.’’ 

In Los Angeles, Randall Terry was allowed to use those 
and he and his conferers were acquitted. In the Sunday, 
Sept. 17 edition of ‘‘ The San Diego Union’’ on the opinion 
page, an article on ‘‘When does life begin?’’ ended with 
the statement that in Missouri this past month two courts 
acquitted defendants because they were able to say they 
were trespassing in order to save human lives. 

It does not seem to be coincidental that all three courts 
are following the same procedure, disallowing the same 
words, and giving the same sentences.

o many Americans, hearing about Catholics in the 


Soviet Union is a lot fie hearing about the saints in hell 
— it doesn’t make any sense because there aren’t any. 

Over the past 70 years we’ve heard so many stories of 
churches being torn down, bishops and priests being 
shot, schools and seminaries being closed, and believers 
being shipped off to Siberia that we’ve reached the 
logical conclusion the church in the Soviet Union had 
been completely destroyed. 

But the Vatican reports approximately 1,200 Roman 
Catholic parishes are now open for Mass each Sunday 
inside the Soviet Union. The total number of Catholics 
is estimated at 10 million. There are some 2,000 
Catholic priests. Many are aging, but no one is in 
prison. The two Catholic seminaries in the Soviet Union 
now have an enrollment of over 250. 

Ukrainian Catholics, whose churches were 
confiscated by Stalin in 1946 and who have been the 
most heavily persecuted of Soviet Catholics, have been 
allowed to protest openly in recent months. The 
Ukrainians belong to an Eastern Rite church whose 
members are often referred to as Byzantine Catholics in 
the U.S. and Canada. 

More than 150,000 Ukrainian Catholics marched 
through the city of Lvov on Sunday, September 17, 
demanding their church — which must now operate 
underground — be legalized, The march was organized 
by a lay Catholic who has spent 18 years in Soviet prison 


_ camps for his previous efforts to protest the persecution 


of the Ukrainian church. 

The Soviet government not only permitted the 
march, but allowed western reporters to cover it. This 
event appears to mark a major shift in Soviet 
government policy. 

In Lithuania, where 60 to 80 percent of the nation’s 
3.5 milion people are Catholic, the past 18 months have 


After sixteen years it is apparent that abortion has 
failed to alleviate the problems its advocates said it 
would resolve; instead it has brought new problems in its 
wake. 

Abortion rights advocates in 1973 claimed that 
abortion must be legalized to prevent huge numbers of 
maternal deaths from illegal abortions. They claimed 
that the U.S. had over a million illegal abortions a year, 
causing the deaths of five to ten thousand women 
annually. 

The basis for this claim was explored in 1979 by Dr. 
Bernard Nathanson, co-founder of the National 
Abortion Rights Action League. Nathanson publicly 
admitted that he and his colleagues fabricated these 
numbers. 

Pro-abortion groups’ casual references to ‘‘safe and 
legal’’ abortion belie a tragic reality: Legal abortions 
can still be unsafe for women and may even be 
performed by the same unsafe practitioners who once 
plied their trade outside the law. 

Ironically, it is now more difficult to prosecute unsafe 
abortionists because the courts routinely invalidate even 
regulations designed to protect women’s health during 
first trimester abortions. 

But would women be endagered if abortion became 
less available? That question was raised when passage of 
the Hyde amendment by Congress ended public 
funding of abortions in most states in 1977. Abortion 
advocates, describing this as equivalent to a legal ban on 
abortion for the poor, predicted it would produce a 
sudden rise in abortion-related maternal deaths as poor 
women resorted to nonphysicians for unsafe abortions. 

Despite an intensive collaborative effort by pro- 
abortion groups and federal researchers to document 
these results in the state of Texas, the U.S. Centers for

But regardless of future developments, one important 
fact is now clear: there are hundreds of Catholic parishes 
and millions of Catholics in the Soviet Union. The 
church once again has survived persecution.

Time to change abortion policy 


Disease Control admitted in 1980 that ‘‘more than one- 
third of the legal abortions expected among Medicaid- 
eligible women were not obtained in the post-funding 
restriction period.’’ 


Moreover, ‘‘low-income women...do not appear to be ' 


resorting to illegal abortions.’’ It seems the chief effect of 
restrictions on abortion is not to make abortion more 
dangerous but to make it less common. Unborn 
children’s lives are saved without discernibly increasing 
the risk to their mothers. 


The violence done to women by abortion has become 
apparent in thousands of cases of post-abortion 
psychological trauma. In a 1986 report, the American 
Psychological Association concluded that women 
sometimes experience ‘‘psychotic breaks following 
abortion despite the absence of preexisting psychological 
problems.’”’ 


The study also found somewhat more negative effects 
from abortion among teenagers, including suicide 
attempts on the anniversary of the abortion or of the day 
the child would have been born. 


By offering abortion as a simple solution to a broad 
range of pregnancy-related problems, our society has 
ignored the reality of unborn life and evaded or 
trivialized the real problems of women already born. 
Even in the most pragmatic sense of the term, then, 
abortion on demand simply has not worked.

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Domino’s Pizza owner to devote energy to church 


Thomas Monaghan will sell business to give more time to church, charitable activities

ANN ARBOR, Mich. — Domino’s Pizza founder 
Thomas S. Monaghan has announced he will sell the 
company so he can devote more time to church and 
charitable activities. 

Monaghan, who was raised in a Catholic orphanage 
in Michigan, stepped down from day-to-day control of 
the company in June to devote more time to 
philanthropic concerns. 

Published estimates of the privately held company’s 
value range between $250 million and $1 billion. 
Monaghan owns 97 percent of Domino’s stock. 

Monaghan made the announcement in a letter sent in 
early September to franchisees and corporate 
employees, saying his charity commitments are “‘a very 
big job and it is not fair to give divided attention to 
Domino’s Pizza and my foundation work.”’ 

Monaghan is the founder of Legatus, an association 
of Catholic CEOs which promotes Catholic values in 
business. Legatus is a Latin word meaning 
‘‘ambassador.’? 

The 52-year-old Monaghan also spearheaded the 


Honduras Mission Project, which gives villagers in _ 


western Honduras the tools for economic self- 
sufficiency. 

Monaghan is on the board of the Franciscan-run 
University of Steubenville, Ohio, and a member of the 
board of trustees of the Catholic University of America 
in Washington. He is also involved with the Papal 
Foundation, which builds chapels in underdeveloped 


countries. He also helped finance the computerization of

the Roman Rota, the Vatican’s marriage tribunal. 
The pizza magnate funds other charitable concerns 
through the Domino’s Foundation. 


a family of five. 


Monaghan also owns the Detroit Tigers baseball 
team, a fleet of classic cars, two radio stations, a 
collection of Frank Lloyd Wright furniture and 
drawings, and a lodge in northern Michigan. 

Although Monaghan told USA Today, ‘‘Everything’s 
for sale but the Tigers and my wife,’’ a Domino’s 
representative said that Monaghan would sell only the 
pizza company and its distribution network supplying 
pizza stores. 


“*T don’t see him totally delving into all this stuff until 
things are taken care of around here,’’ Domino’s 
spokeswoman Maria Pavelich told Catholic News 
Service Sept. 15. Pavelich said completion of a sale 
would take ‘‘at least two years, if we had a buyer.”’ 

Domino’s has 5,100 stores, Ms. Pavelich said, about 
1,800 of them company-owned. 

In a 1988 interview with the Michigan Catholic, 
Detroit’s archdiocesan newspaper, Monaghan said the 
“nuns in the orphanage’’ taught him that ‘‘my first love 
... is my church.’’ Monaghan’s mother sent Monaghan 
and his brother to an orphanage after their father died. 

Because of his high profile, Monaghan said, ‘‘I may 
be known as Catholic and I don’t want to be a bad 
example for my church.”’ 

This year Domino’s has been the target of boycotts by 
the National Organization for Women, because 
Monaghan made a $50,000 contribution for Michigan’s 
successful 1988 campaign to repeal state Medicaid 
abortions. Other groups boycotting the company have 
criticized Monaghan for his Honduras aid program and 
his reticence to renovate Tiger Stadium.

that though values of society are 
attractive, they need to get their Gospel 
values out front and live them out 
joyfully.

forbidding public employees to take part 
in abortions. While the case did not 
overturn the Roe v. Wade decision, 
which legalized abortions in 1972, Msgr. 
Regin notes it provided an opening to 
future case reviews. 

Cardinal Bernardin, who is chairman 
of the U.S. Bishops’ Committee on Pro- 
Life Activities, has urged parishes to 
dedicate Respect Life Sunday especially 
to respect for the unborn, ‘‘to have a 
special holy hour ... and to do whatever 
else may be appropriate’’ in each locale. 

In another case of the rights of the 
unborn, a Tennessee judge ruled this 
month that the frozen embryos conceived 
artificially by a now-divorced couple are 
life, not property. 

The decision favored the woman who 
took to court her claim to the right to try 
to bear a child from one of the embryos. 
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“‘We need test cases like that,’’ Msgr. 
Regin said, ‘‘for people to see what 
happens when our technology outpaces 
our ethics. I think people will start looking 


- at that with more of a long-term view. ... 


We need a consistent life ethic.”’ 

In that light, a basic right to shelter is 
among those the church considers in 
Respect Life programs. Housing is about 
to claim its share of headlines, too, with 
local and national rallies planned for next 
month. 

On Oct. 7, more than 500,000 people 
from around the country are expected for 
a ‘Housing Now!”’ rally in Washington, 

“Tt will try to get the federal 
government to restore $25 billion for 
housing that has been cut since 1981,”’ 
said Joan Morton, who is working on 
local support for the housing cause. 

A local rally is set for noon, Oct. 4 at 
the Horton Plaza Park as a farewell to 15 
to 20 San Diegans who plan to go to 
Washington. 
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“For about nine years, the Catholic 
Church has been really focusing on low- 
income housing,’’ said Jeanne Ertle, 
coordinator for the San Diego diocesan 
Peace and Justice Commission. ‘‘We 
have to respect the right of people to have 
a place to live if we want them to develop 
a life ethic.”’ 

The Catholic community of San Diego 
has set the pace for care for the homeless 
with the St. Vincent de Paul/Joan Kroc 
Center and with shelters run by Catholic 
Charities. 

The two-year-old St. Vincent de Paul 
Center ‘‘reflects the diocese’s concern for 
the individual dignity of the person,’’ said 
Msgr. Joseph Carroll, who heads the 
shelter for the homeless. 

‘‘Therefore the center was designed as 
a beautiful building, not a warehouse ... 
but a building that spoke loud and clearly 
that homeless should be treated with 
dignity,’’ he said. 

Each parish will be concentrating on its 
own Respect Life programs during 
October, and the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops hopes the themes will be 
highlighted throughout the year.

Operation Rescue 
leaders acquitted in L.A. 


LOS ANGELES — Five members of 
Operation Rescue, including three of its 
national leaders, were acquitted Sept. 13 
on misdemeanor charges stemming from 
a Holy Saturday blockade of Los Angeles 
abortion clinics. 


A mistrial was declared on one 
conspiracy count each againt Randall 
Terry, Operation Rescue founder; 
Michael McMonagle, its deputy director; 
and Jeff White, western regional 
coordinator, after the jury deadlocked. 


Jurors ‘‘bought’’ the defendants’ 
argument that their purpose ‘‘was to save 
lives, not to break the law,’’ McMonagle, 
36, told Catholic News Service Sept. 18. 

McMonagle, Terry White and two Los 
Angeles area men, Andrew Eppink and 
Donald Bennette, were acquitted of a total 
of 24 misdemeanor charges against them 
resulting from the March 25 blockade. An 
Oct. 2 hearing in Los Angeles Municipal 
Court will determine whether the 
prosecution will ask for a new trial on the 
deadlocked conspiracy counts. 
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Vatican quiets ‘shrill’ 
Auschwitz protests 


VATICAN CITY — The Vatican’s 
public involvement in relocating a 
controversial Carmelite convent at the 
Auschwitz death camp in Poland will still 
some ‘‘shrill voices’’ of protest, said a 
Jewish leader. 

“We will not hear some of the shrill 
voices which were heard before,’’ said the 
chairman of the International Council of 
Christians and Jews, Sir Sigmund 
Sternberg. 

‘‘Now that the Vatican is taking an 
interest, I’m sure that people will 
understand and people will listen how it is 
to be done,’’ Sternberg said in a Sept. 26 
Vatican Radio interview. 

The. Vatican’s Commission for 
Religious Relations with the Jews said 
Sept. 19 that a 1987 agreement to move 
the convent should be upheld. The 
statement, and reaffirmation of the 
agreement by the Carmelites and Polish 
Catholic leaders, diffused months of 
tension surrounding the convent. 

Jewish leaders hailed the Vatican 
intervention and called it a major step 
toward mending Catholic-Jewish 
relations, severely damaged worldwide 
over the past several months because of 
the convent controversy. 

In a statement Sept. 24, Carinal 
Franciszek Macharski of Krakow thanked 
the Vatican for offering financial aid to 
move the convent. | 


Knights of Columbus 
strive to protect flag 


NEW HAVEN, Conn. — The 
Knights of Columbus are giving strong 
support to President Bush’s call for legal 
means to protect the U.S. flag from 
desecration. Supreme Knight Virgil 
Dechant said all knights would be asked 
to back the flag protection effort taking 
shape in Congress. 

That effort comes in response to the 
U.S. Supreme Court’s ruling that free 
speech rights applied to a Dallas street 
protester who was arrested for burning 
the flag. 

‘The Knights of Columbus,’’ Dechant 
said, ‘‘urges early consideration of a con- 
stitutional amendment or legislation to 
uphold the existing rights of free speech 
for all citizens while removing the present 
inference that it is an acceptable form of 
protest to burn the American flag, spit on 
it or otherwise abuse this national symbol 
that honors our common ideals and 
purposes.”’ 


CRS provides $23,000 
for Pakistan emergency 


BALTOMORE — Catholic Relief 
Services approved $23,000 in emergency 
relief for flood victims in the Punjab region 
of Pakistan, where August monsoonsleft 15 
dead and 32,000 homes damaged in 800 
villages. 

CRS is the official overseas relief and 
development organization of American 
Catholics. 

Through a Pakistani counterpart 
organization, tents and medicine will be 
purchased. ‘‘We try to respond 
immediately to real emergencies like these, 
wherever they are,’’ said a Pakistan CRS 
spokesperson.

The head of the leadership conference, 
which is based in the Washington suburb 
of Silver Spring, Md., made her 
comments in a telephone interview three 
days after the series was previewed on 
NBC. The show’s regular time spot is 
Sundays at 8 p.m.

Beacham plays a nun who has been 
placed in charge of seven orphans in a 
group home. Last year the British-born 
actress played millionairess Sable Colby 
on ABC’s ‘‘Dynasty.”’ 

The new show was panned by another 
nun, however. Franciscan Sister Judy 
Zielinski, who has written and produced 
TV documentaries and who currently is 
communications director for the 
Conference of Major Superiors of Men, 
said the script was ‘‘very bland’’ and 
Sister Kate unappealing. 

“It was not offensive or a scandal or 
disrespectful of sisters — just not funny,”’ 
she said.

NEW YORK — Director Susan 
Seidelman (‘‘Desperately Seeking 
Susan’’) often focuses on young female 
heroes struggling with identity crises. Ms. 
Seidelman’s latest comedy, ‘‘Cookie’’ 
(Warner Bros.), follows the 
transformation of 18-year-old Carmela 
Maria Angelina Theresa Voltecki (Emily 
Lloyd), a.k.a. ‘‘Cookie,’’ from an 
alienated adolescent into a street-smart 
Mafia princess who saves her mobster 
father’s life and unifies her offbeat family. 


Out on parole after 13 years in the pen, 
labor racketeer Dino Capisco (Peter Falk) 
faces sleazy former partner Carmine 
(Michael V. Gazzo) who is out to cheat 
and kill him and _ unethical district 
attorney Segretto (Bob Gunton) whose 
political ambitions lead him to set Dino 
up for parole violation. But Cookie, the 
feisty illegitimate daughter he’s never 
really cared to know, is the most 
immediate thorn in his side. 


At first, the cocky antagonism between 
Dino and his daughter threatens his 
parole and unhinges Cookie’s 
overwrought, unmarried mom Lenore 
(Dianne Wiest), who loves Dino madly 
despite their 13-year separation. The 
film, written by Nora Ephron (‘‘When 
Harry Met Sally...’?) and Alice Arlen 
(‘‘Silkwood’’), tracks the slow evolution 
of this quirky father-daughter team from 
combatants to cohorts. In the end, Dino 
owes Cookie his life and wins the chance 
to live a clean if anonymous life in the 
federal witness protection program with 
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Lenore. 

As Cookie concocts a_ far-fetched 
strategy to upset Carmine’s treachery and 
Segretto’s parole-smashing plot, few 
audience members will miss the fact that 
the denouement makes no sense at all. 
But what the film lacks in reality-based 
entertainment, it picks up in the colorful 
character turns of Falk, Miss Lloyd, Miss 
Wiest and Brenda Vaccaro, who plays 
Dino’s loud-mouthed wife Bunny, the 
proprietress of Bunny’s Bark Place. To 
make ends meet, Bunny re-grooms stolen 
dogs and dresses them up for weddings 
and funerals. Miss Vaccaro could win 
supporting actress kudos for this riotous 
role. 


Lionel Stander and Gazzo (‘‘The 
Godfather II’’) also win points with their 
gravel-voiced mobster impersonations; 
and a low-key Jerry Lewis shows up to 
good effect in last season’s ‘“‘Wiseguy”’ 
costume as a crooked Atlantic City real 
estate developer. But the performances, 
Mafia in-jokes and comical repartee 
between father and daughter cannot hide 
the fact that, in the end, ‘‘Cookie”’ is a 
piece of forgettable fluff that has little or 
no substance as a satire of mob life or as 
an insightful look at an offbeat father- 
daughter relationship.

Cleveland Brown’s star quarterback

CLEVELAND — Though tthe star 
quarterback of the Cleveland Browns 
prefers privacy to fame, two influences in 
Bernie Kosar’s life that he shares publicly 
are his family and his faith. 

The Youngstown native said having a 
‘really good family upbringing and being 
raised in the Catholic faith are the main 
reasons why I have been able to achieve 
what I have in the first 25 years of my 
life. 

Kosar made the comments in an 
interview with the Catholic Universe 
Bulletin, newspaper of the Diocese of 
Cleveland. 

For No. 19, ‘‘being a Catholic’? means 
developing his faith by ‘‘giving thanks for 
all that I’ve been given. I really feel as 
though I’ve been fortunate and blessed to 
be in the situation I am.”’ 

Such values, Kosar admitted, stem 
from the strong faith of his parents, 
Geraldine and Bernard, who he said are 
his greatest inspirations and sources of 
support. 

‘My parents are always there for me,”’ 
the quarterback said. ‘‘I always 
remember my mom saying, “The family 
that prays together, stays together.’ 


We’ve been a close family and they’re the 
ones that got me into initially going to 
Catholic schools and going to church on

Sundays.’’ 

When the team .is on the road, 
according to Browns’ spokesman Kevin 
Byrne, Kosar often volunteers to read at 
Mass. 

Though Kosar admits he doesn’t pray 
for victory, he does take time before a 
game ‘‘to pray that I play to the best of 
my God-given ability. I don’t really pray 
to go out and set the world afire. I really 
do just pray to live up to my gifts, to keep 
progressing, to keep growing and to stay 
healthy.” 

The eldest of two sons, Kosar said he 
never really thought seriously about 
becoming a priest even though ‘‘I was an 
altar boy for a number of years and the 
thought naturally passes through your 
mind.’’ 


As a youngster, Kosar attended 
Byzantine Catholic Central Grade 
School. Catholic education, said 


Cleveland’s most popular football player, 
“thas been a big factor and a big help in 
my life, not only my career, but my life. 
It’s been very beneficial to me.”’ 

A member of St. Christopher parish in 
Rocky River, the 6-foot-5 nch player is 
easy to spot in the ce _—_-gation. And, 
even though his pe y also follows 
him to Mass, Kosar . I just take it in 
stride.”’ 

“’m a quarterbaci. in what most 
people deem a glamorous, publicity-filled 
position. I don’t particularly enjoy that. I 
would get more enjoyment out of just 
being able to blend in and be more a part 
of the team, a part of the community and 
not be such a focus of attention,’’ he said. 

“*The people and the fans in Cleveland 
are outstanding and they mean well, but 
when you’re so recognizable and when 
people are so football-hungry around 
here, my life gets a little difficult,’’ Kosar 
added. 

Despite the attention — and money — 
he attracts, the athlete said his values as a 
Catholic have remained the same during 
his five years as a National Football 
League player. 

“I’ve had a really interesting last seven 
or eight years, since I started playing 
college football in Miami and professional 
football in Cleveland,”’ said Kosar. 

“IT think my personality, my beliefs and 
values — the things I deem really 
important to me — have not changed 
despite some of the national publicity.”

Sports, he said, provides the value of

. For the young men and women 


considering a career in_ professional 
sports, Kosar advises them ‘‘that 
education comes first. It’s a long way (to 
becoming a professional athlete) and you. 
need a lot of good breaks to fall your watt? 
to reach that point. You need something 
to fall back on.”’ 

“Right now,’’ Kosar explained, ‘‘the 
average career for an NFL player is three- 
and-a-half years. A lot of guys think that 
career or that money lasts forever. It 
doesn’t. You need to have something to 
do with the majority of your life and 
that’s where the academics come in.”’
